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District expected to close two schools

Two elementary schools are slated to be put in educational 
mothballs in the face of falling school population 
and additional 
belt-tightening could be just around the corner. 
That was the word yesterday as district officials moved to m eet a 
welter of educational problems. Supt. Glen Wegner said he will 
recommend to the school board Tuesday that Los Padres School at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, and La Honda School on North A Street 
be closed down 
Los Padres has fewer than 400 students at the moment compared to 
a lusty 600-plus just a few years ago. La Honda presently has 461 
students compared to a peak of about 600. 
The dwindling student bodies at the two schools is a reflection of a 


district wide phenomenon Enrollm ent for the 1972 72 year beginning in 
the fall is projected at about 13,000 compared to 14,000 just a couple of 
years ago. 
Studies that led to Wegner’s recommendation began several months 
ago as student population gradually declined 
It’s evident that we 
can’t live as we have in the past without the children to support it,’ he 
told the Record yesterday 
More than 50 per cent of the district’s budget of $11 million comes 
from state monies based on so many dollars per student day, or 
average daily attendance. Without the students there would Ik * no 
money except for local property taxes and federal aid which together 
account for the balance of the budgetary needs. 
The cutback would force the redrawing of all school boundaries, and 
probably send Paul Comer, principal at Los Padres, to Lompoc Junior 


High School Ladd Laughbon, principal at La Honda, told the Record 
today that he had been assured of a principalship, but somewhere in 
the district. 
Tentative plans call for the busing of La Honda students to Fillmore 
and El Carnino, according to Art Timmer Destination of the Los 
Padres students was not immediately clear 
Confirmation of the cutback recommendations comes in the face of 
rum ors that sizable numbers of Air Force families will be shifted 
from the area. Sources at Vandenberg Air Force Base declined to 
confirm or deny the rumor 
Wegner and other officials emphasized that the closing of the two 
schools was intended to meet the present circumstances, and does not 
take into account the possibility of further erosion of the student 
population by the tim e the fall term actually opens.

A near record total of 20 waves of 
B52 bombers which dropped 1,800 to

for the Central Highlands 280 miles 
north of Saigon.

President visits Wallace 


SILVER SPRING, Md. (UPI) -P resident Nixon paid a 40 minute visit to 
George C. Wallace in his hospital room today and described the partially 
paralyzed Alabama governor as “ ace high” -d eterm in ed to overcome hiS 
disability. 
Nixon made the unannounced visit to Holy Cross Hospital on his way to 
the White House from Camp David, Md., and on the eve of Nixon s 
departure for summit talks in Moscow He said Wallace - h is eyes flashing 
with vigor —“ wished me well.” 
The latest hospital bulletin on Wallace s condition contained nothing 
encouraging about the possibility he might regain any feeling from the 
waist down He has been paralyzed in his legs and lower extrem ities since 
an assassination attem pt Monday. 
But Nixon said Wallace was “ very alert and in good spirits.’ He told 
reporters, “ He has some serious problems ahead The bullets affected his 
body but not his spirit He has the will to live He will make i t ... Mentally he 
is very alert His heart is strong ” 
The President spoke with emotion to 
reporters of his impressions of 
Wallace s vigor “ His eyes flashed He’s in fine spirits and he will be able to 
lead a useful life

them off guard,” Cook recounted, “ 1 
don’t think they realized that I felt 
that the (California prime site) 
legitimacy was so strong and the 
time so critical that it had to be 
done. 1 thought I owed it to the 
people who put their support in this 
thing I think it’s fair to say that the 
so called lack of money was just an 


excuse If I would have dried up then 
— six or seven weeks before the 
selection of the site — it could have 
been disastrous for the state

found in a 44-page report that the

The task force, which gave its 
conclusions to Attorney Evelle J. 
Younger Thursday, was appointed 
last October after two persons were 
killed by inm ates freed on 72-hour 
passes to find jobs 
Along with the pass system , the 
Task Force on Probation and Parole 
studied other practices which it 
found “offender-oriented” and in 
need of restudy. 
“There has been an increase in the 
exposure of the public to risk by 
current practices,” the report said 
“ Various segm ents of the crim inal 
justice 
system 
have 
moved 
to 
implem ent what are believed to be 
progressive 
approaches 
to 
the 
problem (of rehabilitation) without 
the availability of the necessary 
level of knowledge and techniques. 
Among the proposals the group 
made was creation of a central state 
agency 
for

Nearing deadline 


HELSINKI — Right down to the 
wire the bargaining over the term s 
of 
a 
strategic 
arm s 
limitation 
agreement goes on between the 
delegation of the United States and 
the Soviet Union. Working out the 
final details — crossing all the T’s 
and dotting all the I’s — is arduous, 
exacting business with always in the 
background 
the 
th re a t 
th at 
something at the last minute may go 
wrong. 


At this writing, a week before 
President Nixon is due to arrive in 
Moscow hopefully to sign a SALT 
agreement, there is not the 
slightest indication 
that the mining of 
North Vietnam har­ 
bors and the greatly 
extended 
bombing 
has cooled the at­ 
mosphere 
at 
the 
talks. On the con­ 
trary, 
the 
Soviet 
d e le g a te s 
seem 
more cordial than 
ever. 


Nothing would have surprised the 
Americans here when word first 
came 
of 
what 
the 
President 
intended to announce in his televised 
address to the nation. If the talks 
had been broken off and the work of 
two and a half years gone down the 
drain or at the very least put in cold 
storage, 
it would have been a 
probable 
consequence 
of 
the 
blockade of Soviet ships supplying 
Hanoi. Thus far in the plenary and 
private sessions the subject has not 
been brought up 


The 
chief 
Soviet 
delegate, 
Vladimir Semenov, is his cordial, 
friendly self 
A highly cultivated 
man, he has a generous sense of 
humor Vet in the square set of his 
face are the unmistakable lines of 
power 
and 
authority. 
It 
is 
a 
reflection of his position in the 
Kremlin hierarchy and the authority 
that is his to negotiate a SALT 
agreement. 


One of the achievements out of 
this long effort is the relationship of 
confidence 
built 
up 
between 
Semenov 
and 
the 
head of 
the 
American delegation, Gerard C. 
Smith. The same goes for others in 
the American delegation and their 
opposite Russian numbers during 
the often seemingly interminable 
talks covering in minutest detail the 
safeguards of an agreement meant 
to bring a pause in the nuclear arm s 
race 


The relationship has been built in 
aart on secrecy — the confidence on 
J»e Sviet side that the day-to-day 
negotiation would not be in the 
>ublic domain and, therefore, not 
he subject of pulling and hauling 


Until an agreem ent is put on the 
table for signing and available for 
all to view, it must be closely held 
within the negotiating framework. 
Powerful elements in the m ilitary 
- industrial complex would like to 
see the agreem ent frustrated or, 
failing that, convince Congress and 
public opinion that it endangers 
Am erica’s security. Leaking the 
highly classified documents that 
give exchanges at the conference 
table serves that purpose. They 
seem to show Americans trading 
secrets, playing footsie with the 
wicked, intriguing Russians who are 
bound to take the eye teeth of the 
innocent Americans. The other side 
of this com is that with sufficient 
power, all the power we want, we 
can have our way everywhere even 
in Vietnam. 
The 
relationship 
developed 
in 
Helsinki and alternately in Vienna 
owes not a little to the two heads of 
delegation. A quietly devout Roman 
Catholic, 
Smith 
has 
dedicated 
himself 
to the success of this 
undertaking. 
Learning 
to 
speak 
Russian, he has steeped himself in 
the literature and history of Russia, 
past and present. With Semenov he 
often discusses Tolstoi, Pushkin, 
Bulgakov and other classic and 
contem porary writers 


Cliff - hanging is a specialization 
of 
the 
peacem akers. 
Untoward 
events, such as the downing of the 
U-2 spy plane in 1960. have again and 
again upset their best-laid plans and 
fondest hopes. 
Coming so close to the end with 
the peril of the new phase of the 
Vietnam war and the possibility of a 
major incident such as the sinking of 
a Soviet or an American ship, the 
cliff - hanging is of a singularly 
harrowing kind. You can be sure 
that in Moscow, geographically so 
close and ideologically so remote 
from independent - minded Finland, 
are those who want to frustrate the 
agreement. Like the seapioneers of 
American's m ilitary - industrial 
complex, they believe in nothing but 
power and everm ore power. 
But there is a difference They put 
their case in the closed fastness of 
the Kremlin without recourse to 
public opinion The weight of the 
Soviet weaponeers in that secret 
conclave must be set against the 
conviction of the faction believing 
that the spiraling cost of ever - more 
complicated means of annihilation 
is an intolerable burden The cliff - 
hanging in the days just ahead will 
be spectacular.

the 
Sunshine Silver Mine disaster at 
Kellogg, Idaho 
is 
already 
the 
country’s second worst non-coal 
mine catastrophe in this century. 
The fire which swept through this 
silver mine — the largest in the US 
— and entombed anywhere from 50 
to 90 men is under investigation by 
the US Bureau of Mines, the United 
Steel Workers and the Sunshine 
Mining Company. 
But 
an 
assess­ 
ment 
of 
govern­ 
ment, industry and 
union 
involvement 
in the safety of hard 
- rock m iners re­ 
veals that the min­ 
ers and their fam ­ 
ilies are being de­ 
ceived into thinking 
that safeguards and 
protections 
exist 
under the law. The 
federal m etal and 
nonmetallic 
mine 
safety act, passed 
by Congress in 1966. 
is a fraud. 
In the first place, the act provides 
no 
penalties 
w hatsoever 
for 
violating any mine safety standards 
— the first of which did not go into 
effect 
until 
July 
1970. 
The 
Departm ent of Interior, which is 
supposed to administer the act, is 
given no subpoena power against the 
m ining 
com panies. 
But 
the 
Department is required to heed the 
proposals 
regarding 
suggested 
standards of advisory com m ittees 
d o m i n a t e d 
by 
i n d u s t r y 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e s 
a n d 
t h e i r 
supporters. 
Finally, 
the 
act 
is 
specifically excluded from the 
A dm inistrative 
Procedure 
Act 
which gives rights to the public that 
the mining lobby did not favor. 
The only 
sanction 
which 
the 
government can impose is to issue a 
withdrawal order to temporarily 
close part or the whole of a mine. 
Most of the law is devoted to giving 
mine companies rights of appeal 
and re-appeal from any such orders. 
But the fact is that such orders are 
almost never issued Because they 
are 
viewed 
as 
so drastic 
and 
p ro ced u rally 
cum bersom e 
in 
nature, they are a clumsy and late 
means of obtaining compliance with 
standards. 
According to the latest Bureau of 
Mines data, between July 31, 1970 
and December 31, 1970, it conducted 
1,492 inspections around the country 
and uncovered 15,958 violations of 
m andatory 
standards 
(averaging 
10 7 violations per inspection). This 
was the total even though inspectors 
gave advance notice of their coming 
to the mines Only six withdrawal 
orders were issued in that period. 
The United Steelworkers, which is 
now denouncing the weak law and 
its anemic enforcement, was not 
exerting much of its power when the 
mining industry virtually wrote the 
1966 act Since then, the USW has 
neither 
hired 
the 
experts 
nor 
maintained a watchdog role over the 
Bureau of Mines and the industry to 
advance the protection of its rank 
and file miners. 
What the investigators are finding 
out at the Sunshine Mine are the 
predictable consequences of a no 
law law surrounded by government 
abdication and union apathy on one 
side and powerful industry pressure 
on the other side 
There was no 
oxygen equipment in the key areas 
of this underground mine, and no 
carbon 
m onoxide 
monitoring 
system, nor were there enough self 
rescue devices, nor regular fire 
drills or posted emergency escape 
routes for the miners to know and 


use. The company’s answer to these 
charges is that the law does not 
require 
these 
safeguards. 
State 
mine inspections conducted a few 
months 
ago 
located 
numerous 
violations such as oily rags in the 
hoist rooms, absence of warning 
signs 
and 
ot h er 
d a n g er o us 
conditions. The company shrugged 
these off as minor and tem porary 
infractions 
which 
were 
later 
corrected. 
The Congress responded to the 
Farmington, West Virginia mine 
tragedy, which took 78 m iners’ lives 
in November, 1968. by passing a 
much stronger coal safety act. It is 
i m p e r a t i v e 
t h a t 
t h e r e 
be 
Congressional hearings and compre- 


hensive amendments to the 1966 
metal and nonmetallic act which 
give the miners as well as the 
government the tools to compel 
enforcement. 
One penalty for safety violations 
by companies, which the amended 
law should authorize, is to dispatch 
some of the top executives of the 
mining corporation to spend a few 
weeks working side by side with the 
miners who are their employees. 
These executives will better realize 
how horrible underground mining is 
as an occupation without additional 
hazards or disasters that could have 
been prevented by a more conscious 
regard for the m iners’ safety and 
health.
